The Food and Drug Administration 
Thursday announced its suggestion 
that the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs cut back production 
quotas by 60 per cent—amounting to a 
cumulative decrease of 92 per cent 
since 1972.

State Farm Land Sale Faces Tough Sledding 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he main 
proponent of a plan for Ohio to sell its 
farm lands around state institutions is 
a department head who says “our 
basic philosophy is that we should be 
taking care of people—not pigs.” 
Dr. Kenneth Claver, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, concedes the idea 
was his, but says he first put it in the* 
form of a question in testimony he 
gave to an Ohio House committee in 
September, 1971. 
Since that time, he said, there have 
been discussions among state officials 
who would be involved, and that as of 
Thursday, “there was a joint con­ 
census that there is no significant 
treatment or training potential.” 
(laver said discussions have been 
held by officials of his department, the 
Department of Corrections, and the 
Ohio Youth Commission. All told, they 


have about 13,000 acres currently used 
for farming. They plan to present the 
legislature with a formal proposal, and 
will announce it at a news conference 
around Feb. 15, he said. 


The mental health director declined 
to get into the economic aspects of the 
plan, but said lie would want tin* farm ­ 
ing stoped even if it does mean a loss of 
money. “ I wouldn’t change my 
jxisition with regarde 
to 
running 
hospitals,” he said. 
The estimated market value of the 
land has varied, but the latest from the 
Department of Finance is about $10 
million. 


Former Finance Director Harold 
Hovey, another jiroponent until he 
resigned Jan. 8 to take another job, 
said the move would be of economic 
lx*nefit to the state. He said the state is 
receiving a rate of return of less than 


one per cent from its farm lands while 
proceeds from its sale could earn five 
|K*r cent if invested by the state 
treasurer. 


Hovey estimated that Ohio’s farm 
lands earned about $835,(HK) in 1972. 
(laver concedes there may be op- 
jxisition to the plan, but he points out 
that it will be up to the legislature to 
make the final decision. “We can’t sell 
any of the land unless the legislature 
passes a bill,” he noted. 


There are signs that the proposal 
may be in for rough sledding in the 
legislature unless state officials make 
a persuasive case. Sen. Walter White, 
R-12 Lima, said the legislature will 
want to take a close look, including 
“therapies in work programs the in­ 
stitutions have utilized over many 
years." 
White said he also is interested in 


seeing that the general public is 
protected “so that no specialized deals 
might tx* made or somebody reap a 
Uman/a from the purchase of the 
lands.” 


The senator said he had “read" that 
tin* department might sell its farming 
arid agricultural equipment prior to a 
decision on whether tile land would lx* 
sold “ I don’t know where he read it, 
hut I can assure you we have no such 
plan as that,” (laver said. 
Opposition has come forward from 
other places, including the london 
Prison Farm where Supt. 
Robert 
Haskins uses about 4(H) of his 1,300 
inmates in a farming operation. 
“They’ve heard talk about the sale, 
and they are disturbed about it. Some 
of these city boys of ours feel a lot of 
pride when they see the crops come up. 
It’s helping them ,” Haskins con­ 
tended. 


Dr. Thom as Ludwick, a dairy 
professor at Ohio State University, is 
directing a breeding project involving 
about 750 head of cattle at five in­ 
stitutions. It will lx* five years before 
the complex cross-breeding project 
eau lx* completed, he said, adding he 
“deplores” the idea of bringing the 
farming operation to an end. 


Hovey told Ludwick that if the 
project has merit, it probably could tx* 
underwritten “from private sources.” 


At Tiffin State Hospital, farm 
manager Richard Adams questioned 
the reported one per cent rate of return 
on the farm land. He listed Tiffin’s 
farm income at $50,(HH), and said a new 
$5(M),(HM) barn was opened only about 
a year ago.

necessary to counter it. 
This view was given in Peking 
Thursday to a visiting member of 
Ja p an ’s ruling Liberal-D em ocratic 
Party, Takeo Kimura. Kimura told 
Japanese correspondents in the 
Chinese capital about it. 
Chou said that normally, following 
the easing of tensions in the area after 
the war winds down, Japan would not 
need its alliance with the United 
States. But he added that he recog­ 
nized Japan would require the U.S.- 
Japan security treaty, with its nuclear 
umbrella, to defend it against the 
Soviet threat. 
Chou added, however, that in the 
long run the treaty must run out if 
Japan is to become an independent 
power. 
As China sees the situation, there are 
two superpowers in the world — the 
United States and the Soviet Union — 
and though it has no love for either, it 
would react with alarm if one became 
measurably stronger than the other.

Odd-Sized 
Envelopes 
Under Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Those petite 
party invitatioas and oversized en­ 
velopes are feeling the pinch of 
automation and—if the Postal Service 
gets its way—may cost more to mail. 
Postmaster General E. T. Klassen 
announced 
a 
series 
of 
recom - 
mendatioas on Thursday to put a 
surcharge on extra large or small 
envelopes. 
The recommendations, which must 
lie approved by the independent Postal 
Rate Commission, would apply to 
airmail and first-class mail weighing 
one ounce or less and singlepiece third- 
class mail weighing two ounces or less. 
The odd-sized envelopes can’t be 
sorted automatically and, therefore, 
are much more expensive to process, 
says the Postal Service. 
The 
recom m endations 
were 
presented in an attempt to revise the 
mail system ’s complicated system of 
rate classification. More recom ­ 
mendations are expected in the future. 
The proposals made by Klassen stop 
short of any fundamental change in the 
current system. Most of the recom­ 
mendations are designed to raise rates 
on costly mail processing or encourage 
big-business mailers to make changes 
that will simplify sorting and delivery.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield 
foresees better relations and more 
understanding between President 
Nixon and the Democratic Congress 
when peace comes in Vietnam—but 
adds that other issues dividing them 
will remain. 
He rejected the contention of Sen. 
Hugh Scott, the Kepublican leader, 
that congressional threats to cut off 
war spending have lengthened the 
Vietnam conflict.

Do hunger pains in the middle of the 
day mean that I have an ulcer? 
Mr. M.A.F.,Mich. 
Dear Mr. F.: 
Hunger pains, in most instances, are 
due to fact that the stomach is empty. 
With nothing in the stomach, the 
muscles have nothing to contract down 
on. It is for this reason that hunger 
pains are relieved by eating. 
The “ gnawing” sensation, described 
as a hunger pain, can be an indication 
of possible peptic ulcer of the stomach. 
Yet there are many other conditions 
that may produce similar symptoms. 
Self-diagnosis, therefore, is wor­ 
thless. It is now easy to establish by X- 
ray the presence of an early or chronic 
ulcer of the stomach. 
Doctors use the periodic “cyclic” 
hunger pains in establishing a clinical 
diagnosis. 
The fact that eating relieves hunger 
pains 
in 
very 
significant 
as 
a 
diagnostic sign. 
Patients who have ulcers know that 
they can avoid or relieve so-called 
hunger pains by taking small amounts 
of fowl at frequent intervals so that the 
stomach is not allowed to be empty. 


Dear Mrs. L.: 
It is interesting that you, of your own 
accord, have noted a relationship 
between the birth of your last child and 
this condition. As a matter of fact, 
there is a distinct relationship. 
Some women who have had a 
number of children have undergone a 
stretching and weakening of the 
muscles and the ligaments which 
normally hold the bladder in a firm 
position. This weakening may produce 
a cystocele of the urinary bladder, 
producing the symptoms you describe. 
Repeated childbirth can also loosen 
the muscles that keep the rectum in its 
normal anatomical position. Other 
symptoms are related to this con­ 
dition. 
Exercises have been tried, but are 
not very effective. Mechanical devices 
of pessaries can also be tried. 
The most effective treatment, 
however is surgery. During this safe 
procedure, weakened muscles can be 
supported and the bladder returned to 
its normal position. 
The relief from the unpleasant 
symptoms is most gratifying.

NEW YORK (AP) - The re­ 
structuring of the securities markets, 
known in advance to be a difficult 
assignment, is taking longer than was 
anticipated. Big knots still exist, and a 
lot of parties are pulling hard on the 
rope. 
Agreement on one of the most im­ 
portant steps, the creation of a com­ 
posite tape that would report tran­ 
sactions in listed securities wherever 
they occurred, rather than on just a 
single exchange, has been delayed at 
least a month. 
The original deadline for agreement 
was Dec. 26, with implementation to 
follow sometime late in 1973. When 
that deadline was missed, the Secu­ 
rities and Exchange Commission 
extended the time limit to Jan. 26. 
One of the more obvious dis­ 
agreements, whether or not to admit 
institutional members, appears to be a 
step nearer resolution following an 
SEC order this week. But that order 
conceivably could be challenged in the 
courts. 
And while such differences and 
difficulties exist, the exact nature of 
the future marketplace—that is, how 
the various exchanges will relate to 
each other—remains a nebulous con­ 
cept. 
The exchanges know that they will 
be required to work more closely in 
order to serve the public better. But 
neither they nor the SEC nor anyone 
else can say just how tight the 
relationship will be. 
And so, while seeking ways in which 
they can cooperate, each exchange 
also feels compelled to remain wary of 
the other in order to retain whatever 
.separate identity is permitted in the 
new order. 
An indication of the problems is 
provided by the issue of institutions. 
An institution is an organization 
controlling immense amounts of stock. 
Among them are mutual funds, pen­ 
sion funds and insurance companies, 
which collectively own hundreds of 
billions of dollars in shares. 
Understandably, they are acutely 
conscious of the big commissions they 
pay on their transactions, and some of 
them therefore have attempted to join 


exchanges, handle their own tran­ 
sactions, and thus avert commissions. 
In making this attempt, though, they 
have set off a brouhaha that involves 
so many points of view that a Solomon 
wouldn’t have been able to satisfy 
everyone. Not when big money is in­ 
volved. 
To admit institutions, say the 
brokers, will be to deny us com­ 
missions. To admit them, says the New 
York Stock Exchange, will be to 
destroy liquidity. To admit them, says 
the little guy, will be to crush me. 
But there are opposing points of 
view. To deny us admittance, say the 
institutions, is to penalize our mem­ 
bers and owners. To deny admittance, 
says the Justice Department, might be 
to violate the laws of the land. 
Now the SEC has ruled that in­ 
stitutions can be exchange members, 
but only if at least 80 per cent of their 
securities business is transacted with 
the public, rather than for their own 
accounts. 
And so, in simpler times, this might 
have ended the matter. But not today, 
when the industry is supposed to be 
struggling toward that foggy vision off 
on the horizon, the one, great central 
marketplace. 
Until the vision is close to reality, 
you may continue to expect a lot of 
maneuvering, as each element of the 
future marketplace seeks to better its 
position. The Justice Department 
might challenge the decision in the 
name of the public and free trade. And 
some institutions might sue also.

That 
situation is even more sticky for 
Americans because the U.S. energy 
crisis [Bits greater emphasis all the 
time on Middle East oil. 
T he Soviet leadership at the moment 
appears both to want and to fear 
continued turmoil in the area, and puts 
on an oddlooking show. It denies Egypt 
the wherewithal that might tempt 
( airo to bow to domestic pressures and 
forget about a possible settlement, but 
at the same time seems to encourage 
Syria in calculated provocations of 
Israel 
Egypt’s lYesident Anwar Sadat, 
brooding a I tout the Soviet attitude, 
seems even more hurt by his rich Arab 
brethren in the oil nations who go on 
reaping golden dollar harvests when 
they could just as well be threatening 
to create an oil crisis. What kind of 
Arab unity is it when Arab rulers fail to 
take advantage of such an obviously 
promising handle? 
T here’s no real insurance that some 
day the crisis mightn’t come anyway, 
touched off 
by 
new 
hostilities 
provoked, for example, by Syrian 
belligerence. Damascus has been 
openly challenging the Egyptians to 
engage in a new bout with Israel. 
Iii Europe: 
President Nixon wanted to get back 
into the European picture as soon as 
possible, to make 1973 a “ year of 
Europe” 
for 
U.S. 
policy. 
With 
Americans out of Indochina, he will 
have a better chance of getting that 
project on the road. 
In spite of new developments in 
Soviet-American relations, a contest is 
still going on — so far as Moscow is 
concerned, anyway. The detente is not 


so thoroughgoing as to mean that the 
Kremlin might want more peace than 
it can handle. There are (hingers in too 
much [M-ace for the Soviet bloc in the 
relaxation it could bring, in the con­ 
tamination it could mean through less 
restriction on contacts, in possible 
erosion of Communist authority in the 
Hoc and perhaps even in the Soviet 
Union itself. A peace within hounds 
would be better 
one that could bring 
some of the economic benefits without 
danger of political cost. 
Moscow hammers on the theme of 
needed results from the preliminary 
meeting in Helsinki. The Russians 
want it to produce, this year, a full- 
dress all-Europe security conference, 


on their terms. That is, they refuse to 
make any concessions that would 
involve free exchanges of people, 
information 
and 
ideas 
across 
ideological boundaries. They make it 
seem that what they really want is a 
neutralized Europe resigned to a 
dominating continental influence 
implied by the military might of its 
Soviet neighbor. 
They are in a hurry, too, because 
they do not relish possible develop­ 
ments in Western Europe centering 
about an expanded Common Market 
whose economic muscle, already con­ 
siderable, might be complemented 
some day by some measure of political 
integration.

Senate Sets 
War Powers 
Legislation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican 
senators Thursday announced Jointly 
sponsored 
legislation 
to 
limit 
presidential warmaking powers and to 
require Senate ratification 
of all 
agreements for U.S. military bases 
overseas. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., said 
the bill is lacked by a majority of the 
Senate, at least 51 senators. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., offered 
two additional amendments to cut off 
funds provided in a December 1971 
executive agreement with Portugal for 
the use of American military bases in 
the Azores, and to deny funds for any 
future agreements for military bases 
abroad unless they are submitted as 
treaties. 
Both the war-powers bill and the 
restrictions on executive agreements 
were passed by the Senate last year 
but failed in the House. 
Senate leaders of both parties, 
Democrat 
Mike 
Mansfield 
and 
Republican Hugh Scott, joined in 
reintroducing the warpowers bill. Sen. 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, is another sponsor. 
The bill would limit to emergencies 
the president’s power to commit U.S. 
forces to combat without specific 
approval of Congress, and then only 
for 30 days unless Congress approves.

As usual, the people offering the 
prayers at the launching of President 
Nixon’s second term Saturday include 
a Protestant, a Roman Catholic, a Jew 
and an Eastern Orthodox churchman. 
It is standard procedure to enlist this 
variegated spiritual spectrum to ask 
Divine blessings on the occasion, a 
part of the oft-cited “civil religion” 
that marks the American heritage. 
Also reflecting that tradition, the 
president takes his oath of office on a 
Bible. 
'The religious element forms a 
steady 
thread 
throughout 
the 
inaugural ceremonies and, in a sense, 


sets the framework in which the rest of 
the ritual is carried out, expressing an 
urge for Divine sanction of it. 
Through such subtle, uncodified 
symbols, the United States vests its 
president with its modified version 
of th<* ancient “Irvine authority of 
kings,” despite the nation’s con­ 
stitutional separation of state from 
church. 
However, it is no established in­ 
stitution, no single church nor even a 
uniform faith that invokes God’s 
guidance for the chief authority of the 
people but rather a mixed religious 
corps typifying the country’s makeup. 
It reflects that intangible “culture 
religion” that has figured indirectly 


but fundamentally in the nation’s 
history from the beginning. 
In the Declaration of Independence, 
the rights asserted are based on the 
concept that they are “endowed by the 
Creator,” that there was Divine cause 
for the founding of the nation. 
The underlying religious premise is 
registered in the land’s coins and 
currency, which bear the words, “In 
God we trust,” in the Bible verses 
carved on public buildings, in the 
phrase “under God” in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. 
It also runs like a refrain through the 
presidential inaugural ceremonies, in 
which the invocation this time is of­ 
fered by a black clergyman, the Rev.

Here are the provisions of the new 
interstate rates: 


1. Some of the rates for station-to-station 
calls you dial yourself w ithout operator 
assistance from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m ., Monday 
through Friday, will be increased five 
cents or IO cents forthe first th ree minutes. 
2. Some of the rates in all tim e periods for 
operator-assisted station-to-station calls 
(that includes credit-card. collect, third- 
number, hotel-guest, and coin telephone 
calls) will be increased five cen ts for the 
first three m inutes. 
3. Some rates for person-to-person calls in 
all t itne periods will be increased five cents 
or IO cents for the first three minutes. 
4. The rates for each additional minute on 
some calls in all time periods will be 
raised In a range from one cent to five cents. 
5. Interstate WATS rates will be increased 
about two percent. 
6 . Rates for station-to-station calls you dial 
yourself w ithout operator assistance dur­ 
ing evenings, nights, or w eekends will 
rem ain the same. 


Interim rates and supporting data have been 
filed with the Federal Com m unications Com­ 
mission. The increases for Long D istance calls 
have been authorized by the FCC on an interim 
basis to be effective january 22,1973. The FCC 
will conduct additional hearings on the lawful­ 
ness of the rates, and FCC rules perm it any in­ 
terested persons to appear and participate. 
This will be only the second general increase 
in interstate Long Distance rate levels in al­ 
most 20 years. During this period, in spite of 
inflation, interstate Long Distance rates have 
been reduced repeatedly. Even with this in­ 
crease. the level of the new rates will still be 
below the 1953 level. Yet in those 20 interven­ 
ing years, the cost of living has gone up more 
than 50 percent. The new rates are designed to 
increase total revenues from interstate service 
by about two percent.

Cepeda made just three pinch ap- 
pearances at the plate for the A’s, then 
underwent surgery. The A’s went on to 
win the World Series and handed 
Cepeda, who received a reported 
$95,000 a year, his release. 
Cepeda was rookie of the year with 
the Giants in 1958. Traded to the St.

Views On TV And Radio 


NEW YORK (AP) — On 
March 4, 1933, a nervous 
young 
CBS 
radio 
correspondent named Robert 
Trout 
covered 
the 
inauguration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
On .Saturday, as President 
Nixon is sworn in for four 
more years, Trout will be 
back behind the microphone, 
covering his lith consecutive 
presidential inauguration for 
the CBS Radio network. 
It’s a broadcasting record. 
But Trout was an old hand at 
inauguration-watching 
even 
before he became a reporter. 
He grew up in Washington, 
D.C., and recalls that “ every 
four years school was let out 
so we could watch the show. It 
was sort of like the circus 
coming to town. 
“ We went to see the parade. 
We were great connoisseurs 
of parades. We were kind of 
upset 
at 
Harding’s 
inauguration because he rode 
in an automobile instead of a 
horse and carriage.” 
Now 63 and semiretired, 
Trout remembers of the 
Washington of his youth as 
completely unlike today’s 
highly 
security-conscious 
model. It was a freer, far less- 
suspicious era. 


If you were up early, he 
said, you might have seen 
Herbert Hoover or Calvin 
Coolidge out for a stroll on the 


streets of the city the morning 
of 
their 
respective 
inaugurations. 
In President Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s day, he said, the White 
House even held a public 
reception each New Year’s 
Day. 
“ If you wanted to, you 
could line up at the White 
House — and it was a long, 
long line — and go in and 
shake the hand of President 
Wilson,” he said. 
Trout 
began his 
broad­ 
casting career in 1931 as an 
announcer for WJSV, a 
Northern Virginia station. He 
joined CBS a year later. 
He took to the roof of the old 
Willard Hotel in Washington 
to report on the ceremonies at 
R o o s e v e l t ’ s 
f i r s t 
inauguration; his ground- 
level colleagues were Ted 
Busing 
and 
Norman 
Brokenshire. 
He recalled the day as 
blustery “ and cold as hell.” 
The 
mood 
of 
official 
Washington was grim. 
“ Things were pretty rough 
with the 
Impression, and 
some people were talking 
revolution,” he said. “ It was 
pretty tense.. 
"But then Roosevelt made 
that .speech in which he said 
‘the only thing we have to fear 
is fear itself.’ And he rode 
down the avenue with this big 
smile and everybody was sort 
of reassured.

Corona, a 38-year-old farm labor 
contractor, was found guilty Thursday 
of 25 counts of first-degree murder. 
The jury of IO men and two women 
reached the verdict after 46 hours of 
deliberation stretched over eight days. 
Corona was accused of killing 25 
transient farm workers whose hacked 
and stabbed bodies were discovered in 
1971 in makeshift orchard graves IOO 
miles northeast of San Francisco along 
the banks of the Feather River.

Corona’s attorney. Richard Hawk, 
immediately moved for a new trial, 
and a hearing on his motion was 
scheduled Jan. 29. 
Judge Richard E. Patton delayed 
sentencing until after the hearing. 
Under California law, Corona could 
receive a maximum sentence of 25 
consecutive life terms. 
The 12 jurors each individually af­ 
firmed

dramatic conclusion to the four-month 
trial. The separate reading, af­ 
firmation and recording of the 25 in­ 
dividual “guilty of murder of the first 
degree” verdicts stretched 28 minutes 
in the crowded, hushed courtroom. 
But juror Naomi Underwood said in 
an interview at her home later that “I 
do feel Juan Corona deserves another 
trial.” 
“ I have doubts yet,” said Mrs. 
Underwood, a 61-year-old widow. “I 
don’t think they had enough evidence. I 
still doubt I made the right decision.” 
Mrs. Underwood also said “the 
pressure was pretty great” on her in 
jury deliberations.
